Magistrate Discharges Him-—Cemplainant
Put Up 88 for a Share of Stook, a>
Ad. and a B Year Subsoription te ‘‘South
Amerion,” Vhich Hasn't Yet Appeared.

J. W. Davies, editor of t he unborn publi-
cation called South America, was arraigned
in the Tomba police court yesterday on &
churge of petty larceny. The complainant
w < Thorpe W. Wright of the Nill-Wright
[ ctric Company, 106 Reade street.

. Wright paid Davies $5 in the early part
of the summer, in return for which he was
to wet one share of stock in gthe Bouth
America  Publishing Company, a free
advertisement in the publication for three
pmenths and the paper for five years. The

iy thing which Mr. Wright has got so far
i~ the share of stock and the honor of be-
lenging to a “purely mutual” organization,
the paper itself having not yet materialized.

W. M. Hollins, who is connected with the
banking firm of H. B, Hollins & Co., 16 Wall
wtreet, will bear testimony to the faot that
a good many others besides Mr, Wright
invested in Davies’'s proposition. Mr. Hol-
lins knows, because a lot of these investors
have come around to see him about the
proposition, They thoght he would know
inasmich as his name appeared on the
company's letterheads as treasurer. |

B 1t Mr. Hollins, much to the detriment
of his own peace of mind, hasn't been able
to give the information. He has spent
mich of his time lately explaining that he
really was never actively interested in the
enterprise; that he allowed his name to be
used at first merely as a personal favor to
Mr. Davies, and that its appearance on the
official paper of the company after February,
1005, was expressly in violation of an order
which he issued through his attorneys at
that time,

Davies was discharged in oourt, the
Magistrate holding that there was no legal
evidence that he had committed larceny,
Davies said that he had been prevented
from 'getting out the publication through
various unforeseen ciroumstances, but that
it would msurely be in the fleld by the latter
part of September. It was, he explained,
a trade journal designed for ciroulation
{n South and Central America and Mexico.

Mr. Holline wasn't present at the court
proceedings, but when he heard that his
name had been mentioned he handed out
for inspection a batoh of letters which he
had regeived from Davies. vies had
broached the subject of the South America
Publishing Company to him about two
years ago. '

Hollins & Co. were interested largely in
South American trade, and anything which
related to that readily caught Mr. Hollins's
attention. He had several talks with Davies,
who is a middle wuhm of good
gppearance, and e favorably im-
pressed with him. Finally he consented to
act as treasurer if it would help the struge
gling editor in a.nioway.

It wasn't long before trouble began for
Mr. Hollins. An employee of the newly
organi ooncern eerved notice on Mr.
Hollins that he intended to hold him )?er-
sonally responsible for his wages. In -
ruary, 1005, Mr. Hollins put the matter
in the hands of his lawyers, Cardozo &
Nathan, and they notified Davies that he
must discontinue the use of Mr. Hollins's
name or that of the firm, which was

n:dizd on the publishing concern’s letter-

eads.

In a letter written to Mr. Hollins in dune,
1005, Davies after painting in an impressive
way the success whioh was attaining
gays he hastens to ask whether Mr, Hollins
still feels dis to “stick to the old ship.”
He assures him that he would take care
that he incurred no financial responsibility
and no future bother of any kind.

“You have,” wrote the editor of the
unborn publication, “been true to me all
along,and I cannot express to you in terms
my appreciation of your loyalty." As
soon as the arduous preliminary organiza-
tion was over it would be his pleasure to
see Mr. Hollins more frequently, for he
felt that their mutual cooperation would
inure to their benefit. Mr. Hollins replied
that he was very sorry he could not under-
take the office of treasurer, but he would
be glad to do all he could to help the enter-
prise along.

On July 17, 1905, Davies wrote to Mr,
Hollins:

“You will be interested to learn that the
last batch of matter for the first issue will
be in the hands of the printer on Monday
night. Within fourteen days afterward I
shall have the proud felicity of handing you
one of our first imprints of the'magazine. "

On July 7, 1008, Davies wrote to Mr. Hol-
lins in reply to a letter which Mr. Hollins
bad written after one of the complaining
investors had wvisited him. In this letter
Davies assured the banker that he had
strictly refrained from using his name or

«#hat of H. B. Hollins & Co., and that he had
‘had all of the letter paper with Hollins's

name on it destroyed.

A letter whichh was written by him to

r. Hol-
lins's name as treasurer. In that letter he
also announced that the company was now
on a safe and sound basis and that within
the next few dunn would appear the result
of “honest hard labor.”
